On a previous occasion Mr. R. H. Drin 
drew attention to the need for some form o 
testing pigs in order to level up the quality 
of the stock throughout the country. He 
referred especially to the work being done 
in other countries, giving the following ex-

Foreign Countries. 


Denmark has been testi and recording 
the productive qualities of hef pigs since 1896, 
and has now three large testing stations in 
operation. Strictly supervised breeding 
centres were first instituted, where statistics 
of performance of sows were collected, and, if 
up to a certain standard, their progeny were 
distributed for breeding purposes, The type- 
testing’ station was then introduced to test 
the carcase for quality,and economy of food 
consumption. Denmark has thus compiled a 
register of pigs both as to their breeding 
and feeding qualities, from which very valu- 
able information may be gained. 


Sweden, 


Sweden followed Denmark in 1925 with a 
similar scheme, and have issued full reports 
of. the measurements of the carcases after they 
have been graded for quality.

BULGARIANS ARRESTED. 

From Tus Times’’ CORRESPONDENT. 

ATHENS, Wednesday. 

It was officially reported from the Third 
Army Corps yesterday that two Bulgarian 
Komitajis have been arrested in Salonika 
and a third on the Serres road, on his 
way to Salonika. 

The Komitajis had crossed the frontier 
with passports issued by the Mixed Com- 
mission for Greco-Bulgarian Immigration 
at Sofia. They proposed to blow up 
various public buildings in Salonika, the 
Free Zone, and the International Fair. 
Thre three men were betrayed by a 
fourth member of the gang, in consequence 
of a quarrel with his fellows. Two bags 
belonging to the men arrested on the 
Serres road contained bombs, hand 
grenades, rifles and cartridges. 

It appears that the prisoners are 
members of the Macedonian Revolutionary 
Committee which perpetrated the recent 
outrages in Macedonia. 

Extraordinary precautions are being 
taken to prevent any fresh ontrage, and

WOUNDED MAN BROUGHT TO CORK. 


After treatment by Dr. O'Sullivan, 
Doneraile, he was conveyed to the North 
Infirmary, Cork, where he was detained 
for treatment. 

I. learnt at the Infirmary this even 
ing that, although his injuries are 
exceedingly painful, there is no immediate 
danger. His shoulders, chest and back 
were peppered with pellets, but no bones 
were broken. 

His remarkable escape 
serious injury is evidenced by the facet 
that two peilets entered his face ‘just 
beneath the right eye, and another pellet 
broke one of his teeth. Some of the per- 
forations in his shoulders are very deep, 
and these wounds will necessitate an 
operation.

SWISS FLOOD VICTIMS. 


TROOPS HURRIED TO 
RESCUE THEM. 


From Revrer’s CoRRESPONDENT. 
BERNE, Wednesday. 

There is considerable distress as the 
result of the floods in the Rugell Valley, 
where the water still reaches the first floor 
of the houses, and the rescue of the 
inhabitants who haye taken refuge on the 
roofs is only carried out with difficulty. 

Thirteen families still; remain to be 
rescued, and cries of distress are continu- 
ally heard across the flood waters, where 
the houses threaten to collapse at any 
moment, 

A special troop train has been rushed 
to the scene, and Austrian troops are on 
the spot. Traffic. has been interrupted 
between Schaffhausen and Lake Constance, 
as boats are unable to pass beneath the 
bridges. 

Rescue work in the Rugell Valley is 
being carried out with three steamers in 
conditions of great difficulty. Forty 
people have so far been rescued, including 
a bed-ridden old man of 80, and the pastor 
of the district, but several are known to 
have perished. 

It is not known exactly how many 
persons still remain in the danger zone. 
It has been found impossible to rescue the 
cattle and horses, and they have been left 
for the moment in their stables, as all 
efforts have now to be directed towards 
saving human life. 

Most of the smaller domestic animals in 
the district have already been drowned. 


the current is still very strong, and a great 
number of houses are on the ‘point of 
collapse owing to their foundations being 
sapped by the water.

CHAOTIC CONDITIONS. 

Mr. E. P. Hart, representing the Amal- 
gamated ‘Transport and General Workers’ 
Union, giving evidence, said that the posi- 
tion of road passenger services and control 
of traffic in Dublin at present he regarded 
as chaotic. There was control over the 
tramway services, and, to a lesser degree, 
over the 'bus services run by the tram- 
way company; but his organisation was 
not aware of any control over other bus 
services. The position seemed to be that, 
while one undertaker must first secure 
permission before placing "buses upon a 
particular route, other undertakers can 
place buses upon any route that they 
choose, whether that particular route is 
already well served by tram or bus or 
not. It also appeared that such under- 
takers may, if they so desire, specialise 
by only running their buses during the 

‘rush ” hours of the day, thereby acting 
unfairly towards the other interests, who 
ran their vehicles.during the whole of the 
day and to a specified time-table. In 
addition, there did not appear to be any 
responsible authority to determine. the 
fitness of "buses. 

There were buses on the Dublin streets 
which had only one means of ingress and 
egress, and in a number of cases such 
door is situated at the front of the vehicle, 
which leaves an alighting passenger in 
danger from vehicles following. Another 


of drivers by passengers. He had seen a 
driver so hemmed in as to be almost 
unable to handle his bus. His organisa- 
tion protested against the indiscriminate 
granting of licences to undertakers. They 
believed that the licensing authorities 
should, first of all, get to know the route 
that the applicant intended to run the 
‘bus on, and, if that particular route was 
already adequately served, then such 
licence should not be granted. This 
would tend to prevent wasteful competi- 
tion between bus services. As a result 
of the absence of effective control, very 
keen competition existed, not only between 
tram and ‘bus, but between ‘bus and 
"bus. 
PUBLIC OWNERSHIP. 

“ Speeeding was general, and when, 
as often happened,. the offending driver 
was summoned for speeding, he was the 
person mulcted in a penalty, although the 
real culprit may be the undertaker, whose 
orders the driver may be obeying. Rail, 
tram and bus services were essential ser- 
vices, which, in the Union’s opinion, 
should be publicly owned and operated ; 
but, as it appeared that public ownership 
was not an immediate possibility, they 
suggested that it was necessary to make 
arrangements whereby, through a measure 
of public control, it would be possible to 
eliminate the wasteful competition, par- 
ticularly between bus and bus services, 
and also between these two services and 
the railway sérvices. 

They suggested the setting up of a 
Transport. Committee, part of whose func- 
tions should be to co-ordinate the 
passenger-carrying services, to arrange 
routes and charges, to issue licences to 
omnibus and tramway undertakers, and 
to generally supervise the traffic arrange- 
ments of the city and county. A certifi- 
cate’ of fitness was neecessary before a 
passenger-carrying vehicle was placed on 
the roads, and the vehicles should be 
periodically examined as to their fitness. 
Inspectors might be appointed who would 
have power to enter any garage and 
examine any working vehicle housed 
therein, and to visit the various ‘bus 
termini and examine the vehicles as to 
the condition of brakes, etc. An applicant 
for a public service licence should submit 
himself to a strict driving test. 


SUGGESTED LEGISLATION. 

Owing to the heavy strain on the nerves 
of drivers and conductors, the Union 
suggested that a recommendation be sent 
to the Government that legislation be 
enacted so that their hours of labour 
should not exceed 48 weekly. It was also 
suggested that when all seats were occupied 
not more than six passengers should be 
allowed to stand in any omnibus, and no 
passenger should be allowed to stand on 
the platform of the bus. Overcrowding 
usually took place during the m day 
meal hours and between 5 and G. 80 p. m. 
and also before and after sports meetings 
and on Sunday evenings. The er 
was often powerless to prevent crowds from 
boarding 3 and the Union suggested 
that any passenger having been warned, 
who still persisted in boarding the vehicle, 
should be liable to prosecution.
